The same dountiſul Glrer bas be- 
stowed life; hod tbe power over wil}, aud has 
sent us forth to improve thal gracious git. If 
Wedisregand oll that Ue bas done, we cannot 
and ought not to export happiness. 

Then, let mo say, once for al, if we stubbornly 
walt for the waters to be troubled, wait for some ; 
miracolous pywer to driv us up the hill of 
glory, we will never go up. This principle ap. 
plies as well to the temporal as eplritual affairs 
of life.
